Zacutus Lucitanins, Tells us of a Patient of his, who 
voided a Black Dead Worm, of a pretty length, and thick- 
neſs, with the Body all ovcr Hairy, a ſmall Hcad, and a 
forked Tail. 

Benivenius, Tells us of a Worm one Vomited,with a Red 
Head, and covercd with Hair like a Caterpiller, having Four 
Feet, and a Tail like a Half-Moon. 

Marcellus Donatus, Mentions one that Vomited a Red 
IWorm of the length of a Man's Hand;having rwo Crooked 
Horns, and a Hundred Feet ; irs called, Centum Pedes. 

Forejius, Hath a Paticnt affected with a Black Worm in 
the ſhape of a Weezle ; his Cranium being opened, and the 
IVorm taken away, which was on the Dura Mater, he Re- 
covered. 

Rewerins, Writes of one that Evacuated many Black 
If'orms, of the bigneſs and length of a common or ordi- 
nary Needle, horned and friablc, fo that one might crum- 
ble them tro Powder between ones Fingers. 

Valeſins de Taranta, Says, hc taw ſome Horms that came 
from a Young Man in the form of Pinc-ſceds,only bigger. 

Alſo the ſame afore-quoted Foreſtus, tells us of one, trom 
the Teſtimony of Henricus a Bray, who Vomired a Worn: 
like unto a Palmer Horm. 

IWidrus, Writes of a Fellow that Voided a FYorm Eight 
Foot long, with a kind of a Horned Mouth, not unlike 
the Bill of a Duck. 

Jabucinus, Speaks of one that Expelled a Black Worm 
Five Foot long, Hairy, and of the thicknels of a Reed. 

Mortuas, Records one moleſted with the Cholick , ro 
x<t a green Four Footcd Horm, like to a Lizard. 

Geſner, tells us of one that Voided by Stool,a Worm like 
to a Beetle, Black, long Fect, and Horns. 

Johannes Hebenſtreit, Tells of a whire Worm with a ſharp 
and Horny Noſe, found in a Perſon. 

Foreſius, Speaks of a Wench who Vonuicd two Beetle- 
like Worms as long as Mans Finger, with two Horns, cach 


of them on their Heads, and tending to Reddiſh Colour.

But in this kind Examples are Infizite, and the Brevity we 
defign , compells us to leave the Worthy Rameſey at pre- 
ſent, on whom hereafter 1 ſhall more enlarge, and proceed to an- 
ether Author, who tells us, that Worms are, and may be ge- 
nerated of ſome Bioneſs, and of ſrurral Shapes, not only in the 
Bowels, but every other part of the Body, which all Authors of 
Note will not deny, and that they frequently appear in Agues, 
Fevers, and all manner of Diſcaſes, by reaſon Humours are more 
Pitiated, and a more Poiſmons , Putredinous Diſpoſition, or 
Corruption, is introduced into Mens Bodies , than was wont to 
be in former time. He tells us, in the Year 1667, 4 new ſort of 
a Quartan Ague rezzned about London,axd other parts, which 
bad in it all ths Tokens of Malignity ; an4 from moſt, that he 
himſelf had in Cure, he brought away abundance of Worms, 
and then they preſently mended. 

The like courſe he took with-that continnal Feycr which raged 
un the Country 1661 and procured plentiful excreſions of Worms 
out of the Bodies of Children to Perſons of Seventy Years of Age , 
and that Year he found Worms that made their own way into the 
World.through the Bowels and Sides of the perſons that bred them, 
and this without Damage, nothing but alittle freſh Butter, being 
uſed to the Orifice to make all whole again. 

Further, be tells us, let the Diſeaſe be what it will, he appli- 
ed ſuch Medicines as would carry off the Wormatick Marter, ef 
there ſhould bs no \Worms to kl! : This he founl, thi the Mat- 
ter do not ſometimes breed the Animal,yet as long as the Wor- 
matick Hu:nour, or Matter remains i being, within the Body, 
þ long the Body Laneuiſheth, and ſometimes will have all the 
Symptoms that attend Worms attuaRly exiſtent ;, and no Cure of 
the main Diſ-aſe, with which 'tis complicated, will go forward, till 
that Verminious Humour , or Matter be Extinguiſhed , ar 
Removed.

Rome, by the help of a Microſcope. And he faith, theſ- 
Worms are ſo fin", that they inſin»ate themſely2s, not only into 
Cloths,Ropcs,and Linnen,but mts ther Bodies I-fs Porous, 24 
Cork, Wood, Bones; yea, into thoſe which are leaſt Porous 
end moſt Coipatt, as Metals, Money, &e. This he in ano- 
ther place telis us,Thzy hat daily experience in the Great Plaguc 
Time, where no Minry was Kecersd in payment , but was 
firſt well ſcaked and waſh:d in Vinegar , if ut came from an [nfe- 
ee place. 

Cardan faith, The great Plague thar fell out in his time 
at Millain, which Unpcopled that City, not only the Air 
being filled wich them, but the very Duſt of the Earth 
Animated into ſuch kind of Pirmiculars. 

Georgins Azricoia Writes, I hat in lis time, a- great

We ſec that the Earth,out of I know net what Putredi- 
nous Matter in irs own Bowels, doth produce not only In- 
ſcEts of all ſorts, bur alſo various Monſters of Venemous 
Creaturcs, as Serpents, Tgads, Dragons in Dens and Caves 
of Mountains, which have their Original ſrom Moiſture 
an a various mixture of Virulent Drags and Slime; and 
the like arc produced out of Ponds, Lakes, and Marſhes, 
by the Heat of the Ambicnt Air, working upon a Conflux 
ot the T errcſtial Parts, Yea, Water it Sclt kept in a cloſe 
Veſſel, and cxpoſed ro the Sun, is quickly animatrcd into 
Worms, as 1s feen by daily Experience, both in Voyages 
at Sca, and within the Wall; of our own private Houſes. 


Moreover, Water Elevated by Vapour, Air, Hail, 
Snow, arc tull of Worms.

F you take a Serpent cut into ſmall piec&, and putting 

it 1ato Rain-water, expote it tor tome Days to & Sun, 
then Bury it in the Earth for the ſpace of a Day and a 
Night, and afterward taking out the Parrs grown Raccic! 
with PutretaCtion, and examine them with a Microſcope, 
you wall ſce all that's putrified fwarming with little ſpring- 
ing Serpents, which Experiment may be performed in all 
kind of Serpents; and ſometimes in dead Purriticd Ser- 
pents you will find ſome of them diſcernable by the Eye 
alone. The Putrsfatticn of S-rpents will not produce Worms as 
other dead fleſh duh, unleſs they be hill4 by Lightning, that 
purges 'em of their poyſun, and their corrupt /{-ſh will be annya- 
Ted ito Worms of [lrange and various ſhapes. 


Experience voÞ 
Atthiolus Furhfius, and many other Herbaliſts, dc- 


ctarc, T hat Sage unwaſkt is very hurtful to ſuch as 
Ear it ; Burt I haye diſcoycred the Caule, cxamining more 
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12 Experiments of the Microſcope. 


curiouſly the Conſtitution of this Plant, by the help of a 
Micreſcope ; at length I obſerved in thoſe Leaves which 
were more rough than the reſt, that their whole Superti- 
cics was covered with ſomewhat like a Spider's Web, with- 
in which appcarcd Animals exceeding ſmall, and which 
were perpcruaily at work therein,and certain round rhings 
as it were Eggs, were ſpread upon the Superficics, which as 
it is doubtleis a certain Breed, or Spawn, of 'that ſort of 
pctit Animals, fo by their Virulent Humour they may do 
a Man a decal of miſchicf; but wipe a Leaf with your 
Finger, or waſh it, and they will Diſappear. From whence 
] collect the true Cauſe of the Pernicious Quality of Sage 
that is not waſhcd.

F with the Microſcope you examine the Powder of any 

Rotten Wood, you will find a prodigious number of 
Vermiculars, fore armed with Horns, ſome ſet out as it 
were with Wings, and others not unlike thoſe Forms that 
have many Feet; their Eyes alſo you may diſcern like 
black Points, aud that they have a my Snout ; ſo that it 
appears, Almighty God hath manifeſted his own wondertul 
Power, nor only in the greateſt Bodics in the World, bur 
in the ſmalleſt, even in thoſe Animals which are not to 
be diſcerned by the ſharpeſt {1ght, having furniſhed every 
one of them with ſuch Members , as Without which they 
could neither move themſelves, nor cxercite any Vital 
Actions. What a little Liver, little Stomach, little Hearr, 
little Nerves, and Griſtles, muſt there go to the making of 
ſuch inviſible Corpuſcles * T he leaſt Creature we can fee 
without the help of Art, 1s a Mite, it reſembling a little 
white Punfum, or Point, but view it with a Mecroſcope, 
and it appcars to us a rough hairy Creature like a Bear.

Ake a Glaſs-Vial half fill'd with Water, into which

R. Haiptman, a German Phylitian, and Kircherus, gives 
tis an Account of that terrible Difeaſe the Purples, 
which frequently befalls Women within the Month, after 
Child-Dclivery, and examining the marter with a Micro- 
ſcope, they found thoſe petty YVirmiculars ſpread upon the 
Superhicies in the rough part of the Skin which 1s in that 
Diſeaſe, by which means you have here an infallible Ex-
